INDIAN ROCK: A recent inquiry from a Wilmington High School 
boy to the Town Crier was relative to the Harnden Massacre, which 
took place in Queen Anne’s War, in 1706, The boy wanted to know if 
there were any monuments, etc, to mark the site, 

There are none, The John Harnden family lived at a point that is 
about 15 feet distant from the northwesterly corner of the stone wall
